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1. The reply filed on July 28, 2003 is not responsive to the prior Office Action. In the reply, 
applicants failed to elect a single species, e.g., one specific example of composition as stated in 
Paper No. 9, page 2, lines 2-3, and repeated in Paper No. 15. Manifesdy, the recited ingredients, 
lacking oxidizer, are not a single example, as found in the specification. See MPEP 714.03, in 
pertinent part: 

The practice set forth in 37 CFR 1.135(c) does not apply where there has been a deliberate omission of some 
necessary part of a complete reply; rather, 37 CFR 1.135(c) is applicable only when the missing matter or lack of 
compliance is considered by the examiner as being "inadvertently omitted." .... Likewise , once an inadvertent 
omission is brought to the attention of the applicant the question of inadvertence no longer exists. 
Therefore, a second Office action giving another new (1 month) time period to supply the omission would not be 
appropriate under 37 CFR 1.135(c). 

Since the period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this application will 
become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an extension of time under 
37 CFR 1.136(a). 

The date on which the response, the petition under 37 CFR 1.136(a) and the appropriate 
extension fee have been filed is the date for purposes of determining the period of extension and the 
corresponding amount of the fee.
